He Winter Quarter Aſtronomicall for this 
yeare of our Lord God, 1620, began vpon 
the xij. day of December, 1519. when the Sun 
did enter into the firſt minute of Capricorne, and 
doth continue vntill the x, day of March, then 
next enſuing; for then the Sun entereth into 
Aries, making the firſt Equinoctium, and begin- 
neth the Quarter called the Spring. This Sca- 
ſon of his proper nature is cold and moyſt, aud 
of complexion Flegmaticke, good for whole 
and ſound people, but dangerous to thoſe that 
are ficke and diſeaſed: In this Quarter of the 
yea re the inward parts of Man are very hotte, 
and being healthfull they may recciue great 
plentie of food, becauſe naturall heate is now 
comforted. for it is driven inwards and there in 
creaſed, and maketh the digeſtion more ſtrong.
